In the yeer 1938 ft became or orderly in the 3ré 
company of the Special Service Hattalion of the Peace & Recen- 
struction Corns, which wan stationed at Beh Ihe Viliage, 
Minghong. puring my three years' services in the corps, I was 
in goed friendship with one Keng “tang Yoong, who was a 
captain of the lat row of the Srd company. 
on the 1-1-48 (i.e. New Year‘e @ay) it was a holiday 
that Kons Ziang Yoong ané myself made an engagement te travel 
to Shanghai.

At 7 poem. 321242 while I was staying in the Pah Tung sing 
lodging house, Keng Ziang Yooug and Yah Weo Zaung asesompanied 
by two unknows male pergens called en me and told me te ; 
particip»te in their conspiracy (rebdbery). At about 7.30 pom. 
all of us (five in number) left the lodging house and presseded 
te the eorner ef Henan & Tientsein Reade where eon instructions 
of Kong Ziang Yeong we were told te wit fer a short tine, : 
while he left the spot fer seme other place from where he later

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brought to us snother thre »ersons, “ee Chno Foo (1st acc.) 
Loh Kau Trang (2nd accused) aud Chen Yue Tsih (4th accused). 

Under the Leadership of Kong “iang Yocnc we then went to 
Sung Nee Shing Macaroni Shop, 487 Honmn Road.

“I destroyed the iron safe by means of ar iron sxe, and with
